PROPHESIES DEMOCRATIC VICTORY. 


His Keasons for Thinking as He Does—An 
Alle Resunie of the Situation -Other 


Interesting Washiagton News, 


Wasninaton, September 23.—[{Special,)]— 
Jatige Crisp occupies probably the moat prom- 
inent position of any southern member of the 
house, which isevidenced by the almost 
gnapimous opinion among democrats that if 
Mr. Carlisle is not a candidate for the speaker- 
ship in the next congress, he will be chosen to 
fill that high position. 

Naturally the views of a leading member— 
the man who is to be the next speaker of the 
house—are worth much. For this reason I 
sought the judge last evening an@ bad a talk 
with him on the general situation. 

“What do you think of the chances of dem- 
peratic success 7°’ was asked of Judge Crisp. 

“A calm survey of the situation satisiies me 
that the democratic party will be triumphant 
at the polls this year.”’ 

“What are your reason for so thinking ?”’ 

THERE ARK MANY REASONS. 

“There are a great many reasons why I 
think we will succeed. Four years ago, you 
remember, we entered upon the campaign 
with vigorvand hope, but somewhat dispir- 
ited by six successive defeats. We then had 
to fight an army of oflice-holders; we then had 
to overcome the prejudices of a large number 
of people whodelt and charged thet our suc- 
cess would mean the domination of a ciass of 
persons who were not real friends of the union ; 
we then had to contend with the fears of many 
good and conservative men who were afraid 
that the financial policy of our party would be 
injurious to tho best interests of the country ; 
we then had to wrestle with sectionalism in its 
worst form; we then met a great party, flushed 
withaiong suecession of victories, a. party 
which for twenty-four years had never known 

defeat; a party which claimed to have saved 
the union, and ~which insisted that 
its defeat meant and would result in 
the overthrow of those constitutional amend- 
mouts which followed the war between the 
states. In spite of all these disadvantages we 
were then successful. The present situation 
is entirely difierent. We feel the confidence 
that arises from a recent indorsement at the 
polls. We are now flushed with victory, while 
our adversaries are dispirited. Time has 
shown the most incredulous that fears of dan- 
ger to our institutions from democratic success 
were groundless; that prejudices against us 
was unjust, and that all the best intcresis of the 
people have been looked after, and the rights 
of every single individual fully protected and 
secured under democratic rule. Sectionalism 
is languishing, soon to die, I hope. The ad- 
ministration of Cleveland has been honest, 
pure and able. He has been conservative and 
yet fearless in the discharge of the duties of 
his great oflice; malice itself must so admit. 
No scandals have arisen, no peculation has 
been permitted, and the people feel that in 
himthey have a public servant vigilant in the 
protection of their treasury, bold in the sug- 
gestion of remedies for the evil plightin which 
unequal and unjust laws havg left them, and 
with a determination in the pursuit of 
right, as he sees the right, which cannot be 
shaken either by warm entreaties of his friends 
or the :nalicious threats of his enemies, These 
are some of the reasons which lead me to think 
the people will indorse our party at tle polls. 
Don’t you think they are sufiicient to justify 
the conclusion ?”’ 
THE TARIFF QUESTION. 

“What will be the influence of the tariff in 
the campaign? Willit be the leading issue ?’’ 

“The tariff is the great issue in this cam- 
paign; tho people all over the county are 
investigating that question. I feel assured 
that whenever it is fully and rightly under- 
stood the boay of the people will indorse the 
position, of the democratic party. “Why, look 
at the situation! A surplus in the, treas- 
ury of $130,000,000. Think for a mo- 
ment how much that is! Why, the 
people of Georgia only pay for the 
support of their entire state governmenta whole 
year about $2,500,000. So you see the surplus 
is more than the people of Georgia will pay for 
State taxes in fifty years. This money the 
goverpment has no use for. We cannot redeem 
abond with it without paying a large pre- 
mium. This money lies idle in the treasury, 
is withdrawn from circulation, unduly contract- 
ing the currency, and to that extent reduces 
te prices of what the farmer and others haye 
to sell, and increases the difticulty of paying 
debis. If that were the only effect of the 
surplus, it would be bad enough, but how 
much worse it is when we remember that 
every dollar of this money is wrung from the 
people inthe shape of taxes. Nota dollar 
goesinto the treasury of the United States 
that does not come out of the pockets 
of the citizensof the United States. The 
people are coming to understand this and are 
beginning to ask the question, ‘‘Why should 
our tax laws be so arranged that each year $75,- 
000,000 is taken from our hard earnings which 
the government does not need, and which is 
80 hoarded as to make what we produce sell 
for less than it otherwise would?” The peo- 


ple understand that an unnecessary tax, even |

out such protectioy ; if this is not trae why does 
he cla:nor for protection? if you protect him 
against the competition of foreign mannufact- 
aurers you must doso atthe expense of home 
consumers. There is no escape from this, for 
the home consumer is foreed to buy the home 
manufactured product at the increased price 
which high protection enables him to charge. 
The great body of the farmers everywhere un- 
derstand this and I think are opposed toa high 
tariff and whenever they are able to overcome 
old associations and party names great numbers 
of them in the north and west will come to us 
on this issuc. Larger numbers of protected 
inanuiacvurers who have waxed fat and grown 
rich upon this unjust and unequal system 
which enables them to get large 
prices for their product are 
claiming and endeavoring to convinee their 
workmen that a high protective tariff enables 
them to get higher wages than if the tariff was 
reduced. The price of labor, like the price of 
everything else when left untrammelled by 
the law,is regulated by the supply and de- 
mand—the needs of the employer and the ne- 
cessity of the laborer. The manufacturer, like 
tie farmer, gets his labor as cheaply as good 
labor can be gotin the market where he lives. 
The American laborer gets better wages than 
the European laborer, because if he cannot get 
living wages of the manufacturer, he can and 
will goat something else; he can go upon the 
public lands. The protection now given the 


erence in price between labor here and la- 
bor in Europe, but in many industries it more 
than covers the whele cost of his labor 
in such cases. He does not divide the a tec- 
tion’’ with the laborers; he pays the laborers’ 
whole wages out of it, and pockets an excess; 
he gets his labor for nothing and a bonus be- 
Sides, and if the laborer wants more wages 
than the manufacturer is willing to give there 
is no “protection’’ for labor. Free trade ex- 
ists in that,and foreign labor comes and 
takes the place of American. Our wage 
earners in manufactures are beginning to un- 
derstand that the high protective tariff does 
not increase their wages, but does increase 
the price of the hats, the shoes, the clothes and 
the other manufactured articles they have to 
buy. When this is fully understoed these 
laboring men will also be ready to join in the 
ery forareduction of taxation, and between 
usall we ought to be able to get some relief 
from our present burdens.’’ 

THE RETALIATON QUESTION. 

“What has been and will be the effect of the 
president’s rotaliation message and the Wilson 
bill granting him the desired power.”’ 

“| think the president negotiated a fair and 
just treaty on the fisheries question. The sen- 
ate rejected it from political motives purely. 
The discussien in open senate instead of in 
secret session, as is the ordinary and common 
rule in such matters, shows the purpose of the 
republican majority clearly.

“Will the president’s signature of the 
Chinese bill have any effect upon the cam- 
paign ?’’ 

“T do not belicve the Chinese bill will have 
any effect upon the campaign. Both parties 
vie with each other in seeing which can dothe 
most to keep out the Chinaman. We started 
first on that course, but the republicans have 
about caughtup. Indeed, it is hard to say 
which is ahead now.”’ 

THE APPROPRIATIONS. 

‘What is the cause of such large appropria- 
tions this session ?”’ 

‘Well there are several reasons why the ap- 
propriations are larger this year than last. 
Naturally in some departments of the govern- 
ment, as the postoftice, there is an increase 
each year because of growth in the service. 
Again wo are trying to build up a mavy and 
heavy ordnance; this year we passed a large 
river and harbor bill. You remember we had 
1one last year and this year’s bill is practically 
for two years, The defficiency bill failed of 
passaye last year and that bili is added to this 
fear sappropriation :these are proper increases, 
but we bave had I think some improper and 
some extravagant appropriations, that same 
surplus of which { spoke awhile ago is largely 
responsible. When great amounts of money 
aro in the treasury, not demanded by actual 
necessity, it encourages extravagance s of all 
sorta. ‘Thatis another reason why taxation 
should be reduced. The truth is, that the 
democrats, as a body, are not respoosible for 
the great increase in appropriations. In the 
house fully three-fourths,perhaps, more on the 
cdemeocratic side vote fer sinall appropriations. 
The republican side can always be counted on 
to vote for the largest sums proposed, and in- 
vite afew on ovr side to join them; this car- 
ries the question, and our party is heid re- 
sponsible. Anyone at all acquainted with leg- 
islation here understands this. The senate, 
too, is republican, and it almost invariably 
increases the bills as they passthe house. The 
republican campaign orators are now charg- 
ing us with extravagance. Let me give 
you some figures which I have here. Take 
this vear’s bills. After their passage by the 
house they went tothe senate, of course. Now 
that body added to the regular appropriation 
bills of this vear about $19,000,000. We were 
able finally to get them to reduce these in-

Among the first 
to be attacked with the fever, about August 
Sth was John W. Saunders, employed at the 
Maytiower Cottage restaurant, the center of 
the first infection and afterwards burned by 
order of the board of health. A day or two 
later Miss Emma A. Bywater from the same 
house was taken down with the disease.

Until the 
period of convalesence came, although in ad- 
joining rooms neither kuew of the others 
presence there or even illness. When they 
were able to sit up, were allowed to see each 
other and meeting was very affectionate 
and not without. an element of the 
pathetic.

Mr. F. W. Mumby reported the following 
contributions of supplies: Fifty pillow slips, 
from A. E, Barnes & Brothers, New York, 
through Colonel J. J. Daniel; eleven barrels 
lemons, from P. B. Combs, Altemont; through 
P. McQuaid, one box tea, from Baltimore; 
through Mr. Mumby, two barrels bread, from 
the Savannah steam laundry; through C. W.

He grew rapidly worse through 
the night and at three a. m. he had no hope of 
life. Calling his family about him, Captain 
Zach said in the most solemn tones possible:

I’ll be deadin an hour—mark what I 
say. Willie, you take good care of Pinky and 
Kate, and all of you mind your mother. Old 
Zach will be dead in an hour. Bring me my 
cowhide boots. This old cracker wants to die 
dead game-.in ’em, right in this yere bed.’’ 

As a prophet, Zach is a dead failure, except 
in election matters. By daylight he was up 
and dressed, and if he isn’t alive to

William H. Drake, 
who alsocame down with the Miner corps, 
and who did clerical work about the oflice of 
President Mitchell for a few days, was on Fri- 
day night assigned to the care of one of the 
wards at the Sandhills hospital. Yesterday 
he was taken down with yellow fever, doubt- 
less contracted before he entered the hospital. 

Dr. F. J. Potts, of this city, was taken ill 
with fever last Tuesday and sent to the Sand- 
hills hospital. Hehad a very bad case from 
the start. On Thursday he had the black 
vomit and was delirious. On Friday the bad 
symptomd increased, and during that night he 
was suddenly attacked with a vomiting spell. 
The delirium continued during the night, and 
Dr. Sollace Mitchell gave up all hopes of his 
recovery, especially as a high fever had re- 
turned. About noon yesterday the doctor, 
who had been in constant attendance upon 
him, watching every symptom, detected a 
change forthe better. The favorable symp- 
toms increased, the delirium disappeared, and 
this morning the patient is considered out of 
danger. If he lives,as the doctor now be- 
lieves he will, it will be a most miraculous 
cure and Dr. Mitchell will deserve a medal. 

Over 360 nurses were under the employ of 
the bureau this morning. Nearly all local 
colored nurses, upon receiving a week’s 
pay last night, did not report for duty after- 
wards, and doubtless will not till their money 
isall gone.

Upon 
the certificate of a doctor thata patient is in 
need of such things the committee issues or- 
ders forthem. Asa result, all sorts of orders 
come in, andas many of the physicians are 
not personally known to the clerks, nor their 
signatures familiar, there is nothing to be 
done but to honor them all alike. It ig allegéd 
that many people, both white and black, are 
living upon the fat of the land and drinking 
‘‘Pomeroy and Venue Cliquott,”’ like lords of 
the realm. One physician today made requi- 
sition upon the committee for two coops of 
chickens for one patient, enough to make 
broth sufficient to float the American navy, or 
a partofit. These abuses, however, will be 
rectified at once. ° 

Dick Oldham, formerly president of sani- 
tary bank in Fosters’ Lane, now has charge of 
the city ambulances. Today he had orders to 
take a colored man, named Jones, from his 
home in Hunter’s quarters and carry him to 
St. Luke’s hospital. An ambulance was 
drawn to the place but Jones drew a knife on 
the driver and threatened to cut him if he at- 
tempted to put him into the ambulance. In 
such cases, orders of board of health are to let 
the patient remain. Dick’s driver thinks that 
the order should be changed, for in this in- 
stance it gives him appearance of having been 
frightened off by Jones's knife,when in reality 
he was just going to put the patient into the 
ambulance after the latter’s threat. “Bye 
and bye,’”’ he said, “they will be making us 
tote ’round champagne on ice toall these 
fools.’”’

PROTESTS IN VAIN. 


A Prisoner Said He Was Inno- 
cent of Crime, 


BUT THE MOB LYNCHED’ HIM. 


A Terrible Fight for Life-The Exciting 
Seenes in a Missouri Jati—Jail 
Doors Battered Down. 


Miptanp, Mo., September 23.—[{Speocial.J— 
Lewis Davis was hanged to an oak tree near 
here by a mob at? o’clock this morning ‘for 
the murder of David F. Miller, a neighbor. 
The mob marched to a blacksmith shop near 
the jail, opened the door, obtained sledges, 
oe and cold-chisels and proceeded to the 

ail. 

A single sentry was on guard. Twenty 
rifles were aimed at him. Hoe was told to hold 
up his hands and deliver up the keys. 
He denied having the keys. The 
mob forthwith proceeded to cut the hinges, 
burst the locks and break down the heavy 
iron doors. The outer doors were of thick 
sheet iron and securely locked, besides being 
bolted through with inch ribs, all of which 
were cnt away by the mob. 

No one was permitted to approach to save 
the affrighted murderer, who was held in close 
custody. For an hour they worked at the 
doors until the stubborn bars yielded. 

Inside the jaila touching scene was being 
enacted. Two persons who were with Davis 
in the huge cells were ordered by the mob on 
painof death to aid in opening the doors. 
‘Bhis they attempted to do, but was held off by 
Javis, who had wrenched the heavy bedstead 
apart and, with the heavy seantlings with 
which they were composed, fought for his 
life. The frightened wretches crouched down 
on the floor and plead for their lives, while 
Davis stood at bay, nerved by the coolness of 
despair. 

When it became evident the doors would not 
withstand the assaults of the mob, he turned 
to his fellow prisoners and told them to give 
his regards to his attorney, who had stood by 
him, and asked his brother to take his bedy 
and bury itathome. When the doors at last 
were wrenched from their places he fought des- 
perately, but was dragged out and a rope 
placed around hisneck, Even then be fought 
like a tiger until overpowered and bound. He 
was then placed in a wagon and taken to the 
place of execution. He protested his inno 
cence to the last. The mob worked in a syste- 
matic manner. 


THE EMPEROR GOING TO AUSTRIA. 


Trouble Anticipated Upon the Oceasion af 
His Visit—A Startling Book. 

BERLIN, September 23.—On Friday the em- 
peror will’start fora visit to the grand duke 
of Baden at his summer residence in the 
Island of Hainau, where he will meet Dow- 
ager Empress Augusia. He will afterward go 
to Munich and Vienna. His presence in Vi- 
enna threatens to bo atiended by embarrass- 
ment. A demonstration by the German and 
anti-semites of the German group in the lower 
house of the diet. German members of the Vi-* 
enna municipal coucil are arranging for a torch 
light procession in the emperor's honor, and 
it is proposed that he shall reecive 
deputations from the German” ¢om- 
munities throughout Austria-Hun- 
gary. The Austrian authorities rightly 
fear that trouble will arise in consequence of 
bends of pand-Germanists parading the streets 
singing German national songsand flaunting 
the German fiags, The Fremdenblatt an- 
nounces the decision of the authorities to sup- 
press any exhibition by any faction without 
Austrian sentiment. ‘‘Emperor William” the 
paper says, ‘‘will find the people and their 
souvereign united among themselves and re- 
specting the alliance as necessary to both 
empires.”’ 

The czar’s unexpected appearance in Poland 
and armed troops concentrated toward the 
Galacian frontier has caused excitement in 
Austrian circles. His presence, however, hag 
not been accompanied by any movement of 
troops. Ihe Moscow Press says that the 
journey to Poland had been long arranged, the 
czar desiring to sojorun for sometime among 
the troops on the western frontier before start- 
ing for Caucasia. 

lis presence is a reminder that the war 
cloud has not dispersed, Another reminder is 
the German-Russian war dictionary issued 
from the state printing office at Vienna, and 
distributed among the Austrian and German 
armies. {[t gives dialogues in Polish and Rus- 
sian relating to the necessary objects required 
during campaign, especially requisitions for 
provisions and to all signs used in Russian 
military maps. The book has created a tensa- 
tion in Russia. | 

Berlin will institute an action against Kin- 
nert,socialist memberof municipal council,whoe 
at Thursday’s mecting of that body opposed 
the motion to place a bust offthe emperor in the 
municipal chamber. In a heated speech Kin- 
nert declared that he represented as anti mon- 
archist the most numerous party in Berlin and 
therefore could not aasent to the proposal to 
glorify the protector of capitalistic burgouis 
class.

The Probabilities of an Early Frost—The 
City Still Maintaining a Quarantine— 
The Schovl Book Question. 


SANANNVH, Ga. ,September 23.-[Special.-]Sa- 
vanweh’s sympathies have beon sincerely en- 
listed by the misfortunes which have crowded 
upon her neighbors and some of her own citi- 
zens, through flood and pestilence. Except 
for the loss to the rice planters from the 
waters this city maintains a grateful exemp- 
tion from disaster and disease. She even, 
though reluctantly, profits by others’ misfor- 
tunes. Much of Jacksonville’s business is 
transacted here, and dry goods and groceries 
are being shipped in great quantities to 
Florida. 

The city still maintains a stringent — 
tine. Forty days ago quarantine was instita- 
ted. Since that time thousands of refugees 
have@fied, and a great part of them have 
passed around Savannah. But none have en- 
tered here without getting into trouble, and 
their stay has uniformly .been brief and tedi- 
ous. No suspicious cases have appeared. 
This isa fine record for the city authori- 
ties to boast of. These sea coast 
citics look forward to frost with superstitious 
anxiety. All maladies are supposed to 
Shrink from view and die out of sight at the 
first touch of the sanative hoar. No more 
ague, no more fevers. It is constantly asserted 
that it is not safe to return before the earth is 
whitened by nature’s, great germicide. The 
men do return for all that, and the women and 
children extend their Vacation and linger with 
their distant and unhappy relatiues, for there 
is no telling when frost will come. It is uncer- 
tain in its dates. A light frost mav be looked 
for from Oct, 15 to Nov.1. It comes before 
November 1 twoyears out of three. Thethird 
year it is ten or fifteen days later. Once in 
the last seventeen years, in 1581, it waited 
until November 26. A killing frost need not 
be looked. for before November. In 1884 it 
happened on October 25, and again in 1586 it 
was welcomed on October 30, but generally the 
middle of November arrives before the freeze. 
In Jacksonville frost seldom happens before 
the last part of autumn’s final month. 

A school book question is now 
under advisement with the board 
of education. It is proposed bysome to make 
education like salvation, free to all, and to 
supply children with books as well as teachers, 
free of cost.

Foreman Johns, with a party of bridge 
hands on the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road, reports having discovered the dead body 
of a man lying in the woods near the track, a 
short distance above Blount Springs. On Fri- 
day, while his men were going from Hance- 
ville to Bangor, they saw a man wandering 
about the woods. The stranger accosted them 
and told them he was a refugee from Decatur 
and sick, he supposed with yellow fever. They 
refused to have anything to do with him. 
Passing near the same place yesterday after- 
noon they saw his dead body lying in the 
woods. People in the neighborhood are terri- 
bly alarmed and refuse to have the corpse in- 
terred. 

A correspondent at Decatur in a special to- 
night says that the fever there is a malignant 
type of typhoid malarial fever, andis even 
more fatal than yellow fever. He says that 
while grading a new street recently an old 
cemetery was crossed and that all kinds of de- 
caying vegetable and other matter was left ex- 
posed in the sun for several days. The street 
was then covered with gravel from the bottom 
of the Tennessee, which was covered by de- 
cayed matter. He says for days the stench 
along that street was almost unbearable. He 
thinks this caused the fever. 

Selma’s ()uarantine. 

SeutmMA, Ala., September 23,—[(Special.]— 
Selma has extended her quarantine to include 
every place where there is even a suspicion of 
fever. Owing tothe stampede of fever refu- 
gees from Jackson to Vicksburg and Meridian 
and other Mississippi towns before the fever 
was declared epidemic in Jackson, no person 
or trains from these points are allowed to enter 
Selma, As a resultof this, trains from Merid- 
ian on the East Tennessee, Virginia and Geor- 
gia, and from Akron onthe C. 8S. and M., 
were not allowed to stop here 
but passed through at the 
rate of ten miles an hour with quarantine of- 
ficers on board. All parties entering the city 
from any and everywhere must present gilt- 
edged health certificates covering period of 
thirty days past.

Montcomery, Ala., September 23.—[Spec- 
ial.]|—Montgomery is beginning to adopt the 
non-entering plan to keep out yellow fever refu- 
gees, and unless the railroad companies more 
fully comply with the quarantine regulations 
the probability 1s that every train will be 
stopped. : 

Every train going to and coming from 
Albany was stopped this morning. The Louis- 
villa and Nashville road sent a special train to 
Dacatur yesterday evening and it carried away 
ouly thirty-five people, those being all left 
there. The company has generously offered 
to feed and physic the unfortunate peopie 
free and will thus take a burden oif of 
the whole state. Decatur now looks likea 
city of the dead. Nobody is left there except 
the physiciansand a lot of negroes. and the 
postofiice, express office and railroad offices 
have all been closed. Thereis nota single 
experienced nurse in the place and that duty 
is now being perfornied by the physicians ex- 
clusively 

Most of the news of the progress of the epi- 
demic has hitherto been performed by the train 
dispatcher of the Louisville and Nashville, 
but after nearly forty-eight hours constant 
duty he was obliged to close up the office this 
morning and take arest. The Western Union 
telegraph operator has moved several miles 
out of town. Itis reported here tonight that 
there were six new cases and three deaths at 
Decatur today. The military cordon estab- 
lished around the city yesterday evening have 
given the people here double assurance that 
the plague will be kept out. The sol- 
diers, well armed and mounted, have been on 
duty last night and today assisted by scores of 
volunteers.

JaAcKson, Miss., September 23.—[Special. ]—

Medical 
officers at Live Oak have been instructéd to 
fumigate baggage coming from Gainesville or 
Fernandina. Yesterday Dr. Hamilton senta 
telegram to Dr. Wirt Johnson, secretary Mis- 
sisippi state board of health, at Jackson, ask- 
ing if he needed aid, and he has received 
a reply as follows: ~**Thanks for offer of as- 
sistance, but do not need aid at present. There 
have been ten cases and one death here to- 
day.” A similar telegram sent to Dr. Coch- 
ran at Decatur, secretary of the Alabama 
state board of health, the following response 
received: “Need no aid at present. Very 
few left in Decatur except negroes. Problem 
will be to feed them”’ 

Dr. Hamilton said negroes usually remained 
in a fever stricken town becausethev were too 
poor to buy railroad tickets and besides had 
no other place to go. Theydid not generally 
take the fever until the whole town became 
thoroughly infected, and then their cases were 
as a rule, of mild type.

Beooxtys, September 23. — [Special.j— 
The Kev. T. DeWitt Talmage, D. D., preached 
in, the Brooklyn tabernacie this morning on the 
subject, “Supertinisies a Hinderance.”’ Several 
ocean sveamets arrived in port Sunday morn- 
ing and many of the passengers, browned by 
the sea, come directly from the wharf tothe 
Proukiyn tabernacle. The great congregation, 
led by Professor Ali’s cornet and/accompanied 
by the organ, at Which Professor Browne pre- 
sides, joined in the opening hyinn : 

We are Thy pe pie. we Thy care, 
Our souls and all our mortal frame.

Tor Talmage’s text was: 1 Chronicles, ch. 
xx.v.6and 7: “A man of great stature, 
whose fingers and toes were four and twenty, 
six on each hand, and six on each foot; and he 
also was the son of the giant. But when he 
defied Ieracl, Jonathan, the son of Shimea, 
David's brother, slew him.” 

Malformation photographed, and for what 
reason” Did not this passage slip in by mis- 
take into the eacred Scriptures, as sometimes 
a paragraph utterly obnoxious to the editor 
gets iuto his ne vspaper during his absence ? 
Ic not this Scriptural erratta? No, no; there 
isnothing haphazard about the Bible. This 
passage of Scripture was as certainly intended 
to be put in the Kible as the assage, ‘*In the 
beginning God created the heavens and the 
earth.’ or, “Godso loved the world that He 
gave llis only begotten son.” 

And I select it for my text today because it 
is charged with practical and tremendous 
meaning. By the people of God the Philis- 
tines had been conquered, with the exception 
ofatew giants. Therace of giants is mostly 
extinct, lam glad tosay. There is no use for 
giants now except to enlarge the income of 
museums. But there were many of them in 
olden times. Goliath was, according to the 
Bible, eleven feet, four and a half inches high. 
Or, if you do not believe the Bible, the famous 
Jliny, a seqular writer, declares that at Crete 
by an earthquake a monument was broken 
open, discovering the remains of a giant forty- 
six cubits long, or sixty-Rine feet high. So, 
whether you prefer sacred or profane history, 
you mustcome to the conclusion that there 
were in those olden times cases of human alti- 
tude monstrous and appalling. David had 
sinashed the skull of one of these giants, but 
there were other giants that the 
Davidean wars had not yet subdued, and 
one of them stands in my text. He was not 
only of Alpine stature, but had a surplus of 
digits. To the ordinary fingers was annexed 
an additional finger and the foot had also a 
superfiuous addendum. He had twenty-four 
terminations to hands and feet where others 
have twenty. It was not the only instance of 
the kind. Tavernier, the learned writer, 
says that the emperor of Java had a son en- 
dowed with the same number of extremities. 
Vocatius, the poit, had six fingers on each 
hand. Maupetius in his celebrated letters 
speaks of two families near Berlin similari 
equipped of hand and foot. All of which 
can believe for I have seen two cases of the 
saine pliysical superabundance. Buatthis giant 
of the text is battle, and as David, the 
dwarf. warrior, had dispatched one giant, the 
brother of David slays this monster of my 
text, and theré he iies after the battle in 
Gath, tb dead giant. His stature 
did not save him and his superfluous appen- 
dices of hand and foot did not save him. The 
probability was that inthe battle his sixth 
finger on his hand made him clumsy in the 
ase of his weapon, and his sixth toe crippled 
jiia gait. Behold the prostrate and malformat- 
ed giant of the text: ‘A man great of stature, 
whose fingers and toes were four and twenty, 
six on each hand, and six on each foot: and 
he also was the son of the giant.

Twenty 
were useful, twenty-four is a hindering super- 
fluity, Disraeli says that a king of Poland ab» 
dicated his throne and joined the people and 
became a porter to carry burdens. And 
some one asked him why he did so and he 
replied: “Upon my honor, gentlemen, the 
load which I quit is by far heavier than the 
one you see me carry. The weightiest is but a 
straw when compared to that world under 
which I labored. Ihave slept more in four 
nights than I have during all my reign. I 
begin to live and to bea king myself., Elect 
whom you choose, for me who am so well it 
‘would be madness to return to court,”’ 

‘"Well,” says somebody, “such overloaded 
persous ought to be pitied, for their worriments 
are realund their insomnia and their ner- 
vous prostration are genuine.”’ I reply 
that they could get rid of the bother- 
some surplus by giving it away. If 
&@ man has more houses than he can 
carry without vexation, let him drop a few of 
them.

drinking gallons of bad tasting water at Sara- 
toga, Homburg or Carlsbad—give to God and 
humanity the’3ible ten per cent of all your 
income, and it will make a new man of you, 
and from restless walking of the floor at night 
you shall have eight hours. sleep without the 
help of bromide of ‘sag age and from no ap- 
petite you-will hardly be able to wait your 
reguiar meals, and your wan cheek will fill uD, 
and when you die the blessings of those who 
but for you would have perished will bloom all 
over your grave with violets, if it be spring, or 
gladiolus, if it be autumn. 

Perhaps some of you will take this advice, but 
the most of you will not. And you will try to 
cure your swoljen hand by getting on it more 
fingers, and your rheumatic foot by getting on 
it more toes, and there will be a sigh of relief 
when you are gone out of the world, and when 
over your remains the munister recites the 
words: “Blessed are the dead who die in the 
Lord,’’ persons who have keen appreciation of 
the ludicrous will hardly be able to keep their 
face straight. But whether in that direction 
my woras do good or not, I am anxious that 
all who have only ordinary equipment be 
thankful for what they have and rightly em- 
ploy it. Ithink youall have, figtratively as 
well as literally, fingers enough. Do not long 
for hindering superiiuities. Standing in the 
presence of this fallen giant of my text and in 
this post mortem examination of him, let us 
learn how much better off we are with 
just the usual hand, the usual foot. 
You have thanked God for a 
thousand things, but I warrant you neyer 
thanked Him for those two implements of 


| work and locometion that noone but the in- 


finite and omnipotent God couid have ever 
planned or made—the hand and the foot. 
Only that soldier or that mechanic who ina 
battic or through machinery has lost them 
knows anything about their value, and only 
the Christian scientist can have any apprecia- 
tion of what divine masterpieces they are. 
Sir Charles Bell, the English surgeon, on the 
battlefield of Waterloo, while engaged in am- 
putations of the wonnded Was 80 improssed 
with the wondrous construction of the human 
hand that when the earl of bridgewater gave 
forty thousand dollars for essays onthe wis- 
dom and goodness of God, and eight books 
were written, Sir Charles Bell wrote his 
entire book on the wisdom and good- 
ness of God as displayed in the hnu- 
man hand.

Amid the petrifications in the rocks have been 
found the mark of the feet of birds and beasts 
of thousands of years ago. And God can trace 
out all the footsteps of your lifetime, and those 
you made fifty years ago are as plain as those 
made in the last soft weather, all of them pet- 
rified forthe judgment day.

How divinely honored not only in its construc- 
tion but in the fact that God represents Him- 
self in the Bible as having feet: ‘‘The clouds 
on the-dust of His feet;’’ ‘‘Darkness was under 
His feet;’’ ‘‘The earth is My footstool.”” And 
representing cyclones and eurocly- 
dons and whirlwinds and hurricanes as winged 
creatures, He describes Himself as putting 
His foot on these monsters of the air and 
walking from pinion to pinion, saying: “He 
walketh ge the wings of the wind.’’ ‘Thou 
hast put all things under his feet,’’ cries the 

salmist. Oh, the foot! Give me the auto- 

iography of your foot from the time you 
a out of the cradle until today, and I 
will tell your exact character now and what 
are your prospects for the world to come.

Right through the arch 
of both His feet to the hollow of His footstep 
weut the iron of torture, and from the palm of 
His hand to the back of it, and there is nota 
muscle or nerve or bone among the twenty- 
seven bones, of hand and wrist, or among the 
twenty-six bones of the foot but it belongs to 
Him now and forever. Charles Reade, the 
great writer, lost the joint of his forefinger by 
féeding a b@ir. Look out that your whole 
hand gets not into the maw of the old Cerberus 
of perdition. Sir Thomas Trowbridge, at the 
battle of Inkermann, lost his foot, and when 
the soldiers would carry him away he said: 
“No, I do not move until the baitle is won.’’ 
So if our foot be lamed or lost let it bein the 
service of our God, our home or our country. 

That is the most beautiful foot that goes 
about paths of greatest usefulness, and that 
the most beautiful hand that does the most to 
help othors. I was reading of three women 
who were in rivalry about the appearence of 
the hand. And the one reddened her 
hand with berries, and said the beauti- 
ful tinge made her’s the most beautiful. And 
another put her hand in the mountain brook, 
and said as the waters dripped off, that her 
hand was the most beautiful. And another 
plucked flowers off the bank, and under the 
bloom contended that her hand was the most 
attractive. Then a poor old woman appeared, 
and looking up in*her decrepitude, asked for 
alms. Anda woman who had not taken part 
in the rivalry gave heralms. And all the wo- 
men resolved to leave to this beggar the ques- 
tion as to which of all the eo present was 
the most attractive, and she said: ‘‘The most 
beantiful of them all is the onethat gave relief 
to my necessities,’’ and as she so said her 
wrinkles and rags and her decrepitude and her 
body disappéared, and in place thereof stood 
the Christ who long ago said: ‘‘Inasmuch as 
ye did it to one of the least of these ye did it 
to Me!’’ and who topurchase the service of 
our hand and foot here on earth or in resurrec- 
tion state, had His own hand and foot lacera- 


ted.

Literature in Newspapers. 
John Habbertson’s Interview. 

‘What has that to do with it?’’ Does a liter- 
ary production loscits name and character if it 
does not chance to be publishedin 1l2mo form in- 
side of two cloth or ecalf covers? All Adigon’s es- 
says, a8 well as Steclo’s and Pope’s, were published 
first in a newspaper, as Shabby a little sheet as can 
be found anywhere. Aren’t they literature? If 
they are, why aren’t the writings of Curtis, How- 
ells, Aldrich, Richard Grant White, Willie Win- 
ter,, Eugene Field and a host of other charming es- 
sayists whom I might mention? Every Saturday 
and Sunday there are scores of big American news- 
papers which print simultaneously many columns 
of distinctly literary matter by literary men of high 
reputation, while throughout the week there appear 
in the American newspapers hundreds, ay thous- 
ands, of articles whicb are literature, in distinetion 
from news writing. Itmeanssimply that the news- 
paper is becoming the medium of literature publii- 
cation the quality ofthe matter published is not 
changed by the authors.”

‘‘Becauge some men who write do not support 
themselves with their pens does not prove anything 
against the bread-winning capacity of literature, 
To some of the men namedin this article litera- 
ture is merely a diversion; others have mistaken a 
fondness for writing for ability—-a biunder which 
you will find in every industry—lying not excepted;

The man who carves 
exquisite miniature baskets from cherry stones, 
ceiving as much time to eaclr as Meissonier does to 
painting is an artist, but heshouldn’t grumble if he 
does pot receive Meissonier prices. Besides the 
stubborn fact remains that not one writer in ten 
has learned hisbusiness. He would not dare goin 
to law or medicine with so slight preparation as 
that with which he takes his pen and inditesa nov- 
el or poem. Dickens, Thackery, George Elliot, 
Victor Hugo, Turgenieff, Tennyson and authors 
who have received large payments for their writings 
did not rush into print during a hit-or-miss appren- 
ticeship. The large sums that bave been earned by 
American authors for books really meritorious ought 
to give the grumbiers a practical idea, but it doesn*t 
seemto. The great American novel hasn't appear- 
ed, though material for a thousand is at hand, I 

not know ofanindusiryin the land, except 
railroad wrecking, that yields{a more handsome re- 
turn than writing, considering the smal! amount of 
thought and effort expended.”’ . 

During this alternate talk and sword exercise 
Lawrence Habberton; barely 18, yet standing six 
feet two inches in his stockings and thin as a rail, 
stood by lazily. By the way of a conclusion his fa- 
ther remafked: “When have done with these Car- 
rot blossoms, confound them, I'll puta brickin his 
hat to stop him from growing.”’

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Some Conditions of Success. 

The publication in book form of Sylvanus 
Cobb’s novel, ‘The Gunmaker of Moscow,” 
has caused many of our critics to speak 
frankly of the merits of this remarkable 
novel. 

We are now told that Mr. Cobb’s work has 
held its popularity thirty years, and that it 
bas been translated into many languages. 
‘One reviewer says that this book ‘‘is an ex- 
ample of the survival of the fittest in mod- 
ern literature.”’ 

So many similar expressions of opinion 
are now going the rounds of the press that 
the average reader finds himself wondering: 
why “the Gunmaker of Moscow’’ did not 
take a high place in fiction when it first 
made its appearance. It is easy-to give the 
explanation. The novel originally came out 
in a cheap story paper, and on that account 
the critics and the buyers of books ignored 
it. Instead of making its way from cultured 
circles downward to thé masses it had to 
work ite way upward, and its merit would 
not even now be acknowledged by literary 
men if it were not for the persistent demand 
for it on the part of the present generation 
of readers. 

It will be seen from this that a great deal 
depends upon the conditions under which 
merit makes its appearance before the pub- 
lic. Literary merit, to secure instant recog- 
nition, generally needs a favorable introduc- 
tion by a reputable publisher, and such ac- 
cessories as good typography, elegant bind- 
ing, etc. 

There is nothing strange in this. It is the 
game outeide of literature. A young lawyer 
makes a point that controls a case, only to 
be Janghed at, while anold lawyer makes it 
and is applauded for his sound judgment. 
A young and unknown preacher says soine- 
thing strong and original and is roundly de- 
nounced for his hecterdoxy, while a great 
Jeader of religious thought is praised for 
gaying the same thing. The dullest and 
most commonplace truism, when it falls 
from the lips of a millionaire, is received as 
the perfection of wisdom, while a great 
truth epigrammatically expressed by his 
elerk is regarded as the folly of a crank. 

Genuine merit, when it succeeds, need 
not plume itself too much upon its victory. 
It does not win by the sheer force of its in- 
trinsic worth, The manner, appearance, 
introduction and peculiar conditions con- 
nected with it have much to do. with its suc- 
cess. 

It has been sneeringly denied that there 
are any mute, inglorious Miltons or village 
Hampdens. Perhaps there are none, but 
the Milton who publishes his poetry in ‘‘a 
penny dreadful,’ and the Hampden who 
makes his debut in an unpopular cause, 
without money or influence to back him, 
wiil have a hard road to travel. 

These retlections will be very satisfactory 
to unsuccessful men, but when they look be- 
neath the surface they will see that if their 
merit has gone unrecognized it is because 
they did not go to work in the right way. 
When a man sees that success requires cer- 
tain conditions he should take advantage of 
those conditions, join the procession and 
not waste time and labor in attempting the 
impossible.

The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in 
its weekly review of the cotton movement, 
gays that for the week ending last Friday 
the total receipts have reached 89,677 bales, 
against 45,601 bales last week, 39,164 bales 
the previous week and 238,639 bales three 
weeks since, making the total receipts since 
the Istof September, 1888, 174,532. bales, 
against 414,737 bales for the same period of 
1887, showing a decrease since September 
J, IR8S, of 240,205 bales, 

Tie exports for the week reach a total of 
51,779 bales, of which 23,661 were to Great 
Britain , 7,853 to France and 20,265 to 
the rest of the continent. The total sales 
for forward delivery for the week are 39s,- 
400 bales. For immediate delivery the total 
gales foot up this week 5,367 bales, includ- 
ing 5,267 for consumption. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 5,000 bales. 

There is a decrease in the cotton in sight 
of 584,358 bales as compared with the same 
date of 1587, a decrease of 28,115 bales as 
compared with the corresponding date of 
1886 and a decrease of 383,779 bales as com- 
pared with 1555. : 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1888, are 105,665 bales; 
in 1087 were 473,461 bales: in 
3886 were 243,534 bales; although 
the receipts at the outports the past week 
were 89,677 bales, the actual movement 
from plantations was 104,894 bales, the 
balance going to increase the stocks at the 
interior towns. Last year the receipts from 
the plantations forthe same week were 
217,782 bales and for 1886 they were 114,- 
478 bales. 

The totals show that the old interior 
stocks have increaged during the week

On the Atlantic, 
especially in Florida and Georgia, rains 
save continued, and it is claimed that at 
home points considerable damage has been 
done.

Augusta and Her Floods. 

Colonel Charles C. Jones, Jr., has written 
an interesting article on Augusta and her 
floods, in which he takes the position, more 
than once set forth in these columns, that 
the destruction of the forests will make the 
freshets of the future increase in frequenc 

and magnitude. , 

After mentioning several of the floods of 
the past, and calling attention to the fact 
that they did not inferrupt the material 


prosperity of Augusta, Colonel Jones says: 
Since the war, however, and particularly of late 
years, a new order of aifairs hassupervened, and an 
important problem presents itself in the solution of 
which the city of Augusta is critically concerned, 
The permeation of the territory above the city and 
adjacent to the Savannah river and its tributaries 
by railways—the rapid increase of an agricultural 
population—and the stimulus given to wood-cutters 
in supplying cross ties and lumber, and in furffish- 
ing fuel for a growing city, have caused a rapid and 
expanding demolition, of forests. Thus, broad 
areus—of late clothed With trees—now present only 
bald surfaces upon which storms act directly. De- 
scending upon the hard clay, rains are but partially 
absorbed. Torrents, quickly formed, rush madly 
through gully and adown hill sides into adjacent 
creeks which are rap diy engorged. These,in turn, 
sweil the streams to which they are tributary, and 
so the waters gather vo!ume and destructive power. 
Climatic changes also have been brought about. 
And so it has come to pass that the Savannah river 
grows each year more unstable, more unruly. Food 
fishes have largely disappeared, and bivalves have 
been covered up beyond life in the shifting sands. 
Freshets, which formerly occurred at irregular in- 
tervals and years apart, are now repeated several 
times each year to the disappointment and loss of 
allwho are engaged in the cultivation of river 
lands, Augusta has just emerged from an inunda- 
tion without parallelin the history of this city and 
region. In yolume and devastation it transcended 
all former overflows. The tokens of widespread dis- 
aster confront us {on every hand. Rising far above 
all present experience of damage and desolation, is 
the impression of insecurity born of the calamity. 
He predicts the speedy restoration of Au- 
gusta’s prosperous thrift and comfort, but 


thus outlines the situation: 

The causes which brought about this recent.ca- 
lamity are still exittent, and their influence is year 
by year becoming more potent. Howcan we rid 
ourselves of this sense of insecurity which, when 
calmly considered, becomes oppressive to the last 
degree? Shall we content ourselves with simply re- 
storing the canal toits former condition and then 
take, without further precaution, the chances ofthe 
elements? Shall we rest satisfied with the repair of 
structures which recently proved insufficient for 
the protection of interests vital to the ex’ stence and 
development of this city? Can no reasonable 
scheme be devised for averting, or at least modify- 
ing, the likelihood of similar disaster? The inquiry 
ismost solemn. Disguise it as we may, the situa- 
tion is critical. There my be no recurrence of like 
flood in this generation, and yet the river may be 
again upon usin all its resistless wrath within a 
twelve month, 

Evidently the city cannot afford to wait 
the result of the slow process of tree plant- 
ing. Something must be done fow. A 
levee will have to be constructed of such 
strength and proportions as will defy the 
raging waters. Such a safeguard will cost an 
immense sum of money, but a city with $20,- 
000,000 worth of taxable property, liable 
any year, as Colonel Jones says, to a recur- 
rence of the recent disaster, cannot afford 
to neglect any reasonable precaution. 
Sooner or later Augusta must have a leyee, 
no matter what it costs,

Water and Fire. 

Eprrors Constitution: Why does water 
put out fire? All know it does, but not why it 
does it. L. Mcc. 

Fire can always be extinguished either by reduc- 
ing the temperature of the combustible matter to a 
point below that at which flame becomes possible, 
or by shutting off all air from the flame, as com- 
bustion is not possible except with the help ofthe 
oxygen which atmosphene air contains. The ap- 
plication of water to any burning substance induces 
both these conditions opposed to combustion. The 
water on coming in co: tict with the heated sub- 
stance is instantly vaporized; that is, converted 
into steam. This act of vaporization takes away the 
heat of the burning matter, until itis reduced toa 
point where flame is no longer possible. At the 
same time the volume of steam formed shuts off the 
surrounding atmosphere from the fire and hastens 
the reduction of temperature. Thus the fire is 
stifled and cooled until there is nothing ieft of it, 
and it is, as we say, out.

For the fiscal year ending June 30, 1887, the ex- 
penditure for the executive, legislative and judicial 
departments, provided for under the headof “civil 
expenses,,’ amounted to $22,072,436. 2, The census 
of the United States istaken only every ten years. 


That of 1880 gives a total population of persons ten , 


years old and over of 36,761,607; this does not in- 
clude Alaska and Indian territory, they not having 
been organized when the census of 1880 was taken. 
Of this population 7,630,493 were engaged in agri- 
culture and 3,837,112 in manufacturing, mechanical 
trades and mining. Of those engaged in agricul- 
ture, 4,225,945 were returned as farmers and planters 
and 3,323,876 as agricultural laborers. Ofthe non- 
agricultural classes 234,228 are returned as miners; 
114,539 as engaged in iron and steel works; 169,771 
as cotton mill operatives; saw mill operatives, 77,- 
050; silk mill operatives, 18,071; woolen mill opera- 
tives, 88,010, 

Northern Boundary of the United States. 

Eprrors ConsTITuTIon :—How is the bound- 
ary line between.the United States and British 
America marked? SUBSCRIBER. 

The northern boundary of our country is marked 
by stone cairns, iron pillars, earth mounds, and tim- 
ber posts. The sone cairns are 744x% feet, the 
earth mounds are 7x14 feet, the iron pillars are 7 
feet high, 8 inches square at the bottom, and 4 in- 
ches at the top; the timber posts are 5 feet hizh and 
S8inches square. There are 385 of these marks be- 
tween the lake of the Woodsand the base of the 
Rocky mountains. That part of the boundary 
which lies east and west ot the Red river valley is 
marked by cast iron pillars at even mile intervals. 
The British have placed each alternate one of these 
pillars, and the United Statesthose between. Upon 
one side of (@ch post is cast the inscription ‘‘Con- 
vention of London,” and on the other side ‘‘Oct., 
20, 1818.’’ Where the line crosses lakes, stone heaps 
have been built in the water, projecting several 
feet above high water mark at the surface. In for- 
ests the line was first marked by felling the timber 
arod wide and clearing away the underbrush. 
Where this has since been cleared away posts have 
been put in its place. 

The Clearing Away of Forests. 

Epirors ConstTiITuTIon: Does the clearing 
off of forests raise or lower the temperature? W. W. 

The effect of the clearing away of forests is to in- 
crease both extremes of temperature, that is, to 
render the winters colder and the summers hotter. 
Forests moderate the climate, retaining humidity 
which tessens the excessive heat of summer, and in 
winter preventing the lowering of the temperature 
oftheearth’s surface beneath them by radiation. 
They afford a protection from the fierce cold winds 
of winter, and a shelter from the scorching rays of 
the sun in summer. By actual experiment it is 
shown that the thermometer averages a lower tem- 
perature in the immediate shelter of a forest during 
the warm months and a_ higher temperaturedur. 
ing the cold months, than on an Nuprotected_ plain 
in the same latitude. 


Why They AreCalled Tumblers. 
Epirors ConsTITuTION: Why are glass 
tumblers so called? B. P. 
Recause they were formerly round balls of silver 
with a hole in the top and so loaded at the bottom 
that no matter how they were thrown on the table, 
they would “tumble” over and so the hole would be 
upright.

The Prince of Wales Across His Mother’s 
Knee—Of Course, They Laughed. 
From an Aberdeen, Scotland, paper, 1844. 
Her majesty, accompanied by the prince 


consort and the royal children, visited Scotland for 


the first time, and tarried a long time on her way at 
Balmoral. On the trip the yacht, in which the party 
traveled by water, called at Aberdeen, and, of 
course, the loyal inhabitants of that city turned out 
in large mgimbers to do honor to their beloved 
sovereign. A guard of honor, consisting of the mer- 
chants of the placegsvas formed, and, in all the 
glory of black broadcloth and white kids, paraded 
on the edge of the dock to which the vessel moored, 
at just suilicient distance to prevent people from 
stepping on board. Seats wereerected on the bank, 
tier above tier, llke those of a circus, to accommo- 
date the thousands that assembled to gaze on the 
spectacle of an anointed queen. 

Her majesty good-naturcdly remained on deck to 
gratifvas much as possible the curiosity of the 
bonny Sects, and promenaded aboutin full view of 
the immense crowd. The prince of Wales, a child 
of about five or six years, was with her. Among 
other things placed on the deck forthe accommo- 
dation of the queen was a costiy and very splendid 
sofa, ornamented with tassels, and the prince, like 
other boys of that age, being of a destructive turn, 
began to pullatone ina mannerthat threatened 
to detach it. His mother observed the act, and 
ordered him to desist. He did so, but as soon as her 
back was turned seized the tassel aguin to give an- 
other jerk. The queen appeared to have expected 
something ofthe kind, forshe was at that moment 
watching him from the cornerof hergye. In an 
instant she turned, and seizing the luckless heir 
apparent of England by the ‘‘seruif of the neck,”’ 
elevated one of her feet upon the sofa, hoisted the 
youngster over her knee, adjusted him in the 
position mutually familiar to parents and 
children generally, when such ceremonies are to be 
performed, and gave him a sound spanking. It

A rew months ago the boy began making 
frequent demands upon his mother for money, 
At first his requests were granted, but as they 
became more frequent the mother began 
hesitate. It was then that he omunaacal 
using force. He threatened destruction tg 
himself and his mother if his demands were 
not complied with, and, according to priv, 
ments of members of the family, frequently, 
drew a pistol to emphasize his demands. ; 

A day or two ago Mrs, Seltzer called upon 
Ordinary Calhoun with whom she conferred! 
about the matter and of whom she asked ad- 
vice. The lady asserted that she believed her 
son's mind was affected and stated that she 
would like to have an investigation. On yegé 
terday Seltzer’s brother called at police heads 
quarters and to Captain Couch entered a come 
plaint against his brother at the same time ree 
questing his arrest. Tigo captain, with Captain 
Wright, accompanied young Seltzer to hig 
home but the boy for whom they were going’ 
saw them and skipped out. The officers were 
unable to catch him, but after hearing Mrs, 
Seltzer’s complaint they promised to do what 
they could to accomplish his arrest. 

Soon after the officers left the Seltzer house, 
the boy came back and began quarreling with’ 
his brother. The brother entered into thé 
quarrel until Fred Seltzer was thoroughly 
aroused and started towards him. Then he 
wheeled and ran away, Fred following. The 
race was a spirited one—the younger brother 
kept the lead and finally ran into the station- 
house, closely followed by Fred. As the 
younger brother entered the city prison he 
called out: 

‘*Here he is, catch him.’’ 

Stationhouse Keeper Joyner had heard the 
complaint against the boy and gathered him, 
He then searched his prisoner and gave him a 
cell. In the samecell was Frank Bonner, 
with whom Seltzer began a quarrel the instant 
the cell door was locked. Bonner was on his 
muscle andin asecond the two men were en- 
gaged in a rough and tumble fight. The fight 
did not lastlong, however, as Mr. Joyner re- 
moved one of thé prisoners. ‘Young Seitzer, in 
speaking of his brother said at the city{prison 
last night: 

‘*‘We don’t know what to make of it. He 
wants money all the time, and when mother 
refuses to give it to him he threatens to kill 
himself.

RAILROAD NEWS. | 
A Few Points Gathered From 
Railroad Men. 


The Next Commission—Lots of Quarantine 
and a Corresponding Loss of Busi- 
ness—Brief Mention, 


“Who will succeed Colonel Talcott as com- 
missioner ?"’ was the question a CONSTITUTION 
reporter asked a round dozen of railroad men 
of Atlanta on Saturday. It straws show—and 
they often do—Mr. Charles Sindall will secure 
this important, honorable and desirable posi- 
tion. Mr. Sindall is not only a favorite among 
the local railroad men, but is said to have 
strong backing from the managers of the lead- 
ing roads comprising the association. There 
can be no question as to his fitness for the 
position, as he is thoroughly conversant with 
every detail of the workings of the association. 
And there.is no doubt, judging from the ex- 
pressions of the gentlemen interviewed by 
Tue Constitution, that Mr. Sindall’s selec- 
tion as commissioner would guarantee him 
numerous and hearty congratulations. 

; Chattanooga’s Position. 

The Chattanooga people are evidently de- 
termined to prevent the entzance into their city 
of travelers from infected points, and do not intend 
to cave yellow fever introduced thers if rigid quar- 
antine regulations will prevent it. 

A dispatch published in yesterday's ConsTITUTION 
created considerable consternation among the rail- 
road menin Atlanta,as 4. stated that all trains 
coming over the East Tennessee and Western and 
Atlantic roads, from Atlanta, would not be allowed 
to enter the city of Chattanooga, This was a stun- 
ner for these roads and Alton Angier, assistant 

eneral passenger agent of the Western and At- 
antic road, immediately wired state inspector, Dr. 
J. F. Lynch, for a verification. He was agreeably 
surprised at receiving an immediate answer from the 
state inspector, notifying him that trains between 
Atlanta and Chattanooga, would not be stopped. 
Dr. Lynch emphasized the hca'th cirtificate matter 
by requesting ticket sellers to see that tfayelers 
procured their certificates. 

Mr. Angier telegraphed Dr. Lycnh to the effect 
that local trave! and the revenue 
of the railroads had already been seriously 
injured by quarantine restrictions and expressed 
the desire that a committee be appointed by the 
health authorities ot Tennessee, to come to Atlanta 
for the following purposes: To investigate the san- 
itary condition of Atlanta and observe how carefully 
the board of health is guarding against 
all possibility of danger, by athorough inspection 
of trains entering Atlanta. 

Mr. Argier, in his telegram to Dr. Lyuch took the 
ground that a quarantine restriction against travel 
from Atlanta under the present circumstance, 
would be unjust, and should not be 
made unless better grounds than are 
likely to exist can be found. It is to be 
hoped that Dr. Lynch wiil have a committee ap 
pointed to visit Atlanta, so that no hasty or ill-ad 
vised quarantine order may be made to the further 
detriment of passenger business. Mr. Angier stated 
in his telegram to Dr, Lynch that the Westein and 
Atlantic would be glad to furnish free transporta- 
tion to such a committee, 

Discontinuing Train Service. 

THe ConstiruTion’s Chattanooga special 
states that owing to the rigid quarantine established 
by the board of healihin thatcity, the Memphis 
and Charleston road has abandoned its trains. 

A telegram, receivedin Atlanta yesterday, noti- 
fied railroad men that the trains of the Queen and 
Crescent system, south of Chattanooga, would be 
abandoned from today until further notice. 


Cutting Down the Forccs. 


The loss of business, both in freight and passen- 
ger traffic, is bad on the railroads, but the employes, 
for whom there is nothing but a lay-off in sight, 
have to take their share of the general demoraliza- 
tion due to the yellow fever epidemic. The deadly 
quarantine is getting fn its work in various ways, 
and the loss of empioyment which it forces on train 
crews is one of its worst features. 


The War Over. 


_ The express war is at an end. The Southern 
Express company and the lialtimore and Ohio Ex- 
press company are no longer at logger-heads, 
superintendent Walker, of the Baltimere and Ohio 
and Superintendent Fisher, of the Southern, have 
agreed upon a settlement of all the troubles. The 
off o2 of the Southern Express company in New 
York telegraphed Superintendent Fishdr to accept 
the proposition made by the Baltimore and Ohio 
people. :

It makes its own time table, and 
it goes between stations sometimes with a rapidity 
which the commodore never experienced. The 
engineer has the brain of a mathematician, and the 
mysteries of a thousand local time tables are as clear 
to him as logarithms to Professor Newcomb.

“Not being a doctor of medicine.” said Mr. 
Arthor B. Ciarke tast night, ‘‘and therefore 
debarred from practicing, and failing to get a 
response from any physician here to accom- 
pany me to Jacksonville to aid in putting to 
practical test and demonstration what myself 
and others of my family know by experience

“Inthe summer of is4,”’ Mr. Clarke re- 
sumed, “or it may have been 1865, the fever 
was raging in Key West, Flor. 
jda, and from ten to twenty 
daily were dying among the shipping alone, 
My wife, son, Ernest, brother and self, with 
many others, took passage on board the bark 
‘Ada Carter” for Philadelphia, Captain Mc- 
Kinley commanding. The second day out in 
the gulf the disease, contracted ashore, began 
todevelop, and i, with thirteen others, was 
down with it during the tip of sixteen days, 
all arriving, however, at our destination per- 
fectiy sound and well. Captain McKinley 
wasaman of at least fifty; bad been trading 
to varions West India ports for over 
thirty ycars and his knowledge and experience 
in the treatment, Iinanagement and cure of yel- 
low fever was extensive. Hehad madeastudy 
of it for years, and his own words to us were

While on the subject of the yellow fever scare, 
he said to a representative of Tax Constirru- 
ZION:

which the yellow fever gets its name. And 
now a dark and offensive substance is ejected 
from the stomach (black vomit) which is 
either coagulated blood effased from some of 
the smaller arteries ruptured in consequence of 
the suppuration of certain portions of the mn- 
cous coat andgf{here coagulated, and having 
been afterwards detached and triturated by 
the violent and frequent contraction of that 
organ in theefforts to vomit or it may be ni- 
trated bile or a mixture of blood and bile, but 
it matters not it is sufficient to know that this 
Symptom is a dangerous one because itis an 
index to the stage of the disease. Itis also 
not denied that yeliow fever in epidemic form 
is one to be feared. 

“But, as I have before said, itis not a con- 
tagious disease. Were I exposed to the same 
existing cause I might contract the disease, or 
rather, | would be so liable; but here in this 
little village of Oxfotd, or any other inland 
town away from large water courses, where 
the causes that propagates the germ I know 
does not exist, I would be no more afraid of 
contracting vellow fever, even from a patient, 
than I would a case {of common bilious fever. 
Neither can the diséase spread here, because, 
as I have said, the germ does not exist here, 
nor in any other than those I have mentioned. 
and I betieve that the medical profession will 
sustain me in that assertion. 
as Charleston, Savannah or Macon, situated as 
tney are in localities congenial for these 
microbes, we believe to be fully justified in en- 
forcing strict quarantine regulations against 
yellow fever infected districts, But for these 
inland towns, where the germ of yellow fever 
never existed nor can’t live, we believe it 
wrong to close their gates against these poor, 
aillicted people, who seek refuge from a sore 
pestilence. Fear based upon ignorance of 
the nature of yellow fever has prompted this, 
for, doubt not. The object, therefore, of 
this communication is to correct these errone- 
ous views entertained by the masses of people 
that yellow fever is a contagious disease. That 
the disease is one of microbic origin hardly 
admits of adoubt. Now, if this be true, in 
what other way than that we have before 
stated, viz,: through the medium of food and 
drink taken into the stomach, can the human 
system be inoculated with it? An eminent 
French physician, Dr. Geiber, we read in a 
medical journal, says that by a careful analysis 
of the blood, bile and urine of patients who 
died of yellow fever, he found no microbes, 
but many were foundin the stomach and in- 
testinal tract. Then, this being true, the 
treatment of this much dreaded disease, to 
any intelligent physician, is plain and simple, 
viz.: antiseptics, insecticides or germa- 
cides, stimulants and tonics. I 
doubt not the intelligence or qualifications 
of these noble and self-sacrificing members of 
our honorable profession who have tendered 
their services to suffering humanity in Jack- 
sonville and elsewhere, where this dire disease 
prevails, and I can but believe that the day is 
not far distant when some remedy will have 
been discovered—not only as a prophylatic, 
on a specific—for this disease. Godspeed the 
ay. 

“‘Now, in conclusion, let me repeat there is 
no danger of sporadic yellow fever spreading. 
There is no danger of contracting it in At- 
lanta or any other inland city or town in upper 
Georgia, I care not how many refugees are 
stricken with it, and I believe the medical 
profession generally will sustain this asser- 
tion. Then open your gates, Mr. Mayor, and 
tender the hospitalities of your city to the 
poor Floridians who are endeavoring to escape 
from one of the most to be dreaded diseases 
known to humanity. They have welcomed 
thousands from other states who have sought 
their genial clime for health, and now it is 
nothing but right you should welcome them in 
their great distress.’’

AN OLD NEGRO DEAD. 


Charles Burke, for Fourteen 
Years a Fireman, Gone. 


ST. 


The Fire Department Will Give Him a Big 
Funeral Today—Some Points 
About the Laddies. 


Charley Burke, the old colored man who 
always sat beside Chief Joyner in that little red 
wagon as it made its wild reckless runs to 


fires is dead. 

The old darky breathed his last yesterday 
morning at three o'clock. 

Burke had been with the Atlanta fire de- 
partment fourteen years and wasas much at 
home abouta fire as any member of the de- 
partment. In 1874 Chief Joyner was foreman 
of the hook and ladder company and at that 
time inducted Burke into the service. The 
old negro’s duties then were to go with the 
furniture car belonging to the hook ‘and 
ladder company. In those days. Atlanta 
ha a volunteer department and 
each company owned a furniture 
car from which considerable money 
was made. Burke was always attentive to his 
duties and polite to all with whom he came in 
contact. These elements made him a fixture 
inthe company, and his name remained on 
the hook and ladder pay roll until] the volun- 
teer system went out. hen the paid depart- 
ment was organized Burke remained with the 
hook and laddera shorttime, and then left 
the service, until W. R. Joyner was elected 
chief. On the day Chief Joyner assumed con- 
trol Burke was re-engaged, and devoted his 
time. to the chief’s saddle horse until 
wagon was built. 
When the wagon was first introduced 
to the public old Burke was in it, sitting be- 
side Chief Joyner. The old darky was wear- 
ing a broad grin and was never happier in his 
life. From that day on old Burke loved that 
red wagon dearly, and up to the first day of 
his illness was never away from it. Nothin 
pleased him more than one of those wild, 
reckless rides beside the chief. 

The old negro was known all over the city 
and was a universal favorite. He was 
liked by all the firemen, and in turn 
was devoted to them. He was especially de- 
voted to Chigf Joyner and his family. One of 
his greatest Meastires was attending the chief’s 
eldest son ehind two 
greyhounds. 

The old darky was taken sick about a2 montb 
ago and was sent to Marietta by Chief Joyner. 

e continued to grow worse and came home. 
During his illness he was given évery possible 
attention. The chief and every member of 
the department called to see the old man. 

Yesterday morning the members of the de- 

artment made up a purse of fifty-four dollars 
or burial expenses, Cargile prepared a hand- 
some case and a lot was purchased in the South- 
\iow cemete:y. The funeral will take place 
from Allen Temple church this afternoon at 2 
o’clock, and will be attended by a delegation 
of firemen. Burke was about sixty-three years 
of age and leaves a wife only.

NOREASE IN NUMBER OF SUPREME 
COURT JUDGES 


A Proclamation, by John B. Gordon, Gov- 

ernor of Georgia. 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, ATLANTA, July 25, 1598. 

WHEREAS, The General Assembly of 1586-1887 
passed the following Act, in aceordance with the 
requirements of the Constitution,in reference to 
amendmends of that instrum-nt; 

An Act to amend Part Iof Section Ilof Article VI ot 
the Constitution of this State, so as to increase the 
number of Judges of the Supreme Court of this 
State from three to five, to comaet tof a Chief Jus- 
tice and four Associate Just 
Section I. Beit promis 5 oy ie the General Assem- 

bly of the State of Georgia, and it is hereby enacted 

7 ey of the same, That the Constitution. of 

State be amended by adding after the words 

“Chief Justice,’ in the 2nd line of the lst paragraph 

of Section LI, article vi, thereof, the words, ‘‘and 

four Associate Justices,” imelieu of the words in said 
line, “and two Associate Justices,’’ so that said par- 
agraph when amended shail read: 

eSupreme Court shall consist of a Chief Justice 
and four Associate Justices. A majorily of the court 
shall constitute a quorum. 

Sec. Il. Be it further enacted, That whenever 
the above proposed amendment to the constitution 
shal! be agreed to by two-thirds of the men elected 
to each ofthe two houses of the general assembly, 
— governor shall, and he is hereby authorized and 

structed, tocause said amendment to be pub- 
had in at Jtast two newspapers in each congres- 

- som, district in the state forthe period of two 

months next preceding the time of holding the next 

general election. 

Sec. III. Beit further enacted, That the above 
proposed amendment shail be submitted for ratifi- 
cation or rejection to the electors of this state at the 
next general election to be held after publication as 
provited for in the second section of this Act, in the 
several election districts of this state, at which elec- 
tion every personshal!l be entitied to vote, who is 
entitled to vote for members of the general assem- 
b All persons yoting at said election in fayor ot 
adopting he proposed amendment to the constitu- 
tion shall have written or printed on their ballots 
the words, ‘‘For ratification of the, amendment of 
Paragraph I, Section 11. of Article’v1 of the Con- 
stitttion,”’ and all persons opposed to the adoption 

of said amendment shall have written or printed on 
their ballots the words, ““Acainst ratification of the 
amendment of Parazraph 1, of Section n, of Article 
viof the Constitutio.”’ no 

Sec. IV. Beitturther enacted, That the gov- 
ernor be, and he is bere eby authorized and directed 
to prov ide for the submission of the amendment 
proposed in the first section of thisact to a vote of 
the people, as requi ired by the constitution of this 
state, in par. 1, sec. 1 of article 13, and by this act, 
and, if ratified, the governor shall, when he ascer- 
tains such ratification from the secretary of state, 
to whom the returns shall be referred, in the same 
manner as in cases of elections for members of the 
gereral assembly, to count aud ascertain the result, 
issue his | proclamation for the period of thirty days 
announcing such result and declaring the amend- 
ment ratified. 

Sec. V. Ifthe amendment to the constitution, 
provided by this act, shall be agreed to by the gen- 
eral assembly, and ratified by the people, as pro- 
vided by the constitution and by this act, then it 
shall be the duty of the general assembly of this 
state, convening next after such ratification, to pro- 
ceed. to elect (after the proclamation ot the gOV- 
ernor, provided in section four of this act), two ad- 
ditional associzte justices of the suyreme court, who 
shall hold said office for six years from the first day 
of Jauuary, 1889, and until their successors are 
elected and qnalified. 

Src. V1. Be it further enacted, That all laws and 
parts of laws in conflict with this act be, and the 
saine are hereby repealed.
